Problems 


In amaver to my question, Dr 
Searle said there are three 
inajor problems connected with 
the cuccessfal operation of an 
aviary. 7 

“Tho first ons,” he said, “is 
the careful selection of birds and 
thelr placement. 

“Seme species will just not 
live together either in their 
natural surroundings. cr in 
enptivity. 

“Aggressiveness and just 
‘plain Aisagrecableness has to 
be watched for.” 

The second preblem concerns 
feeding. 

“Careful attention to detail {fs 
ef the utmost importatce,” sald 
Dr Searle. “Seme birds are fed 
twice a day and others caly 
once. This has to be carefully 
recorded.” 


Force-Feeding 


“Sometimes,” he continued, 
“when ao bird Is first put in 
captivity, it refuses to cat and 
has to be force-fed. If this 1s 
not closely supervised, we may 
Jose the dird altogether.” 

Tho third serious problem 
is one shared by many who 
are engaged in ‘public work— 
people. ;. 

Whether Sts oa zoo or: an 
aviary they behave pretty much 
the same. 

“The mest {requent ‘offender,” 
said Dr Searle, “is the person 
who Jeels he must shove a stick 
through {he wire and wave it at 
the birds. 

“This will often cause? birds 
to lose all reason and fly 
wildly Into the netling which, 
of course, results in broken 
wings, damaged feathers and 
hysterical birds,” 

Mest guilty of ‘this action, he 
finds, are European children; who 
aro not controlled by their 
es and are left to do ag they 

ke.

There wan o further provi- 
ston: ‘Krupp was made to 
deree that he would not buy 
riidre coal and steel Inferenta 
in Germany with the: profits 
of his holding compahy’s salcs, 
Those five years, ‘ended ‘on 
January 31. 
And what has happened? 
Nothing. No onc has been 
wealthy enough, so the Germans 
claim, to buy the holding com- 
pony's offers. And no one 
serlously believes that Krupp 
will be forced to slick to the 
agreement, and sell, 
Last month came a new blow 
to the agreements made between 
Krupp, Germany and the Allies. 


Legally 

Krupp added the huge Bochu- 
mer Union Steel Works, nominal- 
ly worth £6,000,000, to his em- 
pire, thus becoming the bingest } 
single stect manufacturer in 
Western Germany. 

Alfrice iCrupp~ has" acted 
legally—if not popularly > with 
the Allies, For, first, he obtaln- 
ud the go-ahead of the High 
Authority of Steel andi Coal in 
Luxembourg, on the argument 
that he had to strengthen dis 
holding company. 

Soon, perhaps, will come 
the final merger of all Krupp’s 
ostensibly separated concerns. 

’ And that would make him one 
of the richest men in the world.
